A block of 576 which had been per- 
forated horizontally, making an un- 
listed part perf. variety. 

A strip of three 1c Parks perforated 
horizontally but not vertically. This 
was from an imperforate exhibition 
pane from which the margins were 
not carefully trimmed.

And, also, of course, the color var- 
ieties of blue and pink on green and 
purple stamps which we have men- 
tioned before. 

The part perforate varieties are 
probably the results of people ex- 
perimenting on their new $22.50 per- 
forating machines. 

Of course no real collector will be 
fooled by this stuff and there are few 
if any who will buy any part per- 
forate varieties now that they will 
all be issued imperforate. The fact 
these are to be ungummed is no argu- 
ment. The Bureau has not a monopoly 
on the gumming process. 

Mr. Dan Franklin asks whether 
there is any authority that a collector 
can use other than the catalogue pub- 
lished by Scotts. If your main in- 
terest is in the current retail value 
of your stamps any current price list 
is, of course, more accurate as these 
lists are usually reprinted from time 
to time as the need for price changes 
arises. As for determining the ex- 
istence or collectability of a stamp 
it appears at present that the cata- 
logue is, as it says, standard.

The arrest of an offender who was 
offering certain imperforate U. S. 
at Atlantic City, during the last A. 
P S. Convention is but one evidence 
of that leak. 

The offering through advertising 
in stamp publications by certain 
New York Dealers of numerous 
pairs and blocks of imperfs. part. 
perfs and what have you, is further 
evidence of the leak that must have 
been there. 

It should be possible for the De- 
partment to learn where some of 
this material came from if it should 
wish to do so. A threat to issue 
sheets of certain items that have 
been offered imperf. would either 
bring a straight story from the 
dealer who offered the material, per- 
mitting the story to be traced and 
verified and if found that the stamps 
were actually errors and _ issued 
through postoffices in the usual way, 
they could be given a clean bill. 
Any evidence of fraud or back door 
obtaining of such questionable items 
could be answered by issuing such 
items to collectors. This would put 
a crimp in further sale of such ma- 
terial for dealers as well as collec- 
tors would hesitate to invest cash 
that would be worth while in such 
things. 

A list of what the Department pro- 
poses to issue will be found else- 
where in this issue. This list, if 
we can believe what we hear is not 
a complete list of the favor sheets. 
Nothing less than a complete ad- 
justment of this matter will ap- 
pease collectors. It is a sorry mess 
and we live in hope that it will not 
arise again. 

The proposal to issue all of these 
stamps at one time is one that will 
fall heavily on many collectors. An- 
nouncement should be made at once 
as to the actual quantity that will 
be issued of each of the sheets, 
or if that is not practical, announce 
that the sheets will be on sale for 
a definite period of time after which 
any remaining on hand will be de- 
stroyed. An announcement of this 
sort will permit the collector of 
small means to buy as he can afford 
and it will give the speculator a 
definite basis on which to figure, 
as many collectors will buy for in- 
vestment and a square deal is due.
